Buckhorn 
Building Is 
Purchased

A vacant Dawson Springs industrial building 
could soon gain new business. 

The Buckhorn manufacturing facility, locat¬ 
ed off Ky. 109 on the city’s north side, is under 
new ownership. 

Peach Properties, a development firm owned 
by Harold and Gayla Peach and headquartered 
in Dawson Springs, finalized a deal to purchase 
the building from Buckhorn, Inc., late last week. 

The firm is now in negotiations with mul¬ 
tiple companies in consideration of leasing the 
site, the developers said Friday. 

Harold Peach said his company had had a 
contract on the property for more than three 
months but could not complete the sale until 
Ohio attorneys representing the firm selling 
the property completed their end of the deal. 

The building, which occupies close to 130,000 
square feet on 25.9 acres, was last used by Buck¬ 
horn, Inc., a manufacturer of plastic trays and 
storage containers. 

The company’s local operations ceased at the 
end of 2007, with about 90 workers laid off. 

“It’s a good building,” Peach said. “It’s been 
standing there a long time. 

“We bought the building because we felt 
it was a good buy and a good investment,” he 
added. 

The facility was built in 1963 and last reno¬ 
vated in 1992, according to a Kentucky Cabinet 
for Economic Development profile. 

The Buckhorn site is the fourth industrial 
building Peach Properties has owned in Dawson

“We had a spectacu¬ 
lar day. It was one of the 
smoothest opening days 
I’ve ever seen,” said Su¬ 
perintendent Lenny Wha¬ 
len after classes resumed 
Monday for the 2014-2015 
school year. 

Whalen said he was in 
the school buildings Mon¬ 
day speaking with staff 
and students who agreed 
the year was off to a good 
start. 

“It went great,” he said, 
“and the numbers seem to 
be holding steady.” 

According to Kent 
Workman, director of pu¬ 
pil personnel, opening day 
enrollment was 661, 353 in 
elementary school and 308 
in junior-senior high. En¬ 
rollments by grade level 
are as follows: kindergar¬ 
ten, 54; first grade, 56; sec¬ 
ond grade, 50; third grade, 
45; fourth grade, 48; fifth 
grade, 52; sixth grade, 48; 
seventh grade, 47; eighth 
grade, 49; ninth grade, 62; 
10th grade, 61; 11th grade, 
54; and 12th grade, 34. 

“The numbers are look¬ 
ing good, but we’ll take a 
few more,” Workman said. 

Although preschool 
numbers are not includ¬ 
ed in the enrollment fig¬ 
ures, Workman believes 
both classes are probably 
maxed out. Preschool stu¬ 
dents will begin their 
school year Aug. 25.

Business Is Booming At Pennyrile

Jenny Sewell, president of the 
Dawson Springs Chamber of Com¬ 
merce, told members present at Tues¬ 
day’s meeting that the joint venture 
between the city and Pennyrile Forest 
State Resort Park is beginning to show 
results. Sales of gasoline, groceries 
and restaurant meals have increased 
as a result of traffic from guests at 
Pennyrile. 

Park superintendent Peter Bowles 
agreed the Trail Town designation 
and activities taking place in town 
have been good for Pennyrile, and said 
he looks for opportunities to promote 
Dawson Springs. 


“Tourism, if done right, can make a 
town boom,” Bowles said. 

Business has been booming at the 
state park, according to Bowles. Sales 
for the fiscal year which ended June 30 
were up $95,000 over the previous year 
and $40,000 above budget. Pennyrile 
is becoming a wedding destination, 
Bowles said, and people are enjoying 
the beach. 

Bowles reported receipts for June 
of this year were $91,000 over the pro¬ 
jected budget. Last weekend brought 
in $23,000 more than the same weekend 
last year. 

Sewell commented on improve¬ 
ments in the park’s appearance. Land¬ 
scaper Sherry Fireline, who is also re¬ 


sponsible for the planters in downtown 
Dawson Springs, said efforts are under 
way to make up for neglect which re¬ 
sulted from a cut in staff. Plans are be¬ 
ing made to update the entrances at the 
horse camp as well. 

As a result of Pennyrile’s strong 
comeback, new appliances will be in¬ 
stalled in the lakeside cottages this fall, 
and the furniture will be replaced next 
year. The furnishings will be discussed 
at the next Friends of Pennyrile meet¬ 
ing, Sept. 16 at 6:30 p.m. The public is 
invited to participate.

Hardwood Mill Is Opening Near Dawson Springs

Hardwood harvesters in the area 
have a new market, and within a very 
few months their logs will be turned 
into products for Larix Incorporated. 

Joe Hobby is spearheading the de¬ 
velopment of a new ash and hickory 
mill, and Keith Towe will manage the 
Dawson Springs plant. 

Hobby, a Caldwell County native 
who now makes his home in Ohio, 
started working in the milling and 
wood products industry locally while 
still in school. 

“It paid my way through college. 


working out here,” said Hobby. After 
graduating, he continued working at 
the O Ames plant on Marion Road as 
part of a long career in milling and 
plant management. 

Towe was the last plant manager for 
O Ames here, a job he held for 22 years, 
before a fire destroyed the local plant. 

Ames opted not to reopen the Princ¬ 
eton “ash mill” and Hobby saw oppor¬ 
tunity. 

Towe, knowing that the area is high¬ 
ly productive for the hardwood market, 
was ready to sign on when the Larix 
opportunity was offered. 

“When they (Ames) moved out, I de¬ 
cided this is where I want to be,” Hobby 


declared. 

Hobby had worked for Ames 10 
years, for Union Tools 24 years and has 
been with Larix for eight years. 

Larix incorporated just last year, 
and Hobby is president of the com¬ 
pany which includes Collins Tool of 
Lewistown, Pa., and four other wood 
products milling plants — located in 
Tennessee, West Virginia and two in 
Pennsylvania. 

Hobby said that Larix will now be 
headquartered at the new plant site in 
Western Kentucky. 

While the new Larix operation is

“KBP is working 
closely with Mapp, vari¬ 
ous government agen¬ 
cies and other parties 
to increase production 
of ZMapp, and that pro¬ 
cess is going to take sev¬ 
eral months. Although 
ZMapp is not approved 
as a drug in the U.S. or 
other nations, we do 
anticipate to begin nor¬ 
mal FDA drug-approval 
protocols later this year.” 

KBP, which was pur¬ 
chased by Reynolds Amer¬ 
ican Inc. from Owensboro 
Health in January, con¬ 
ducted contract research 
and development for 
Mapp Biopharmaceutical 
of San Diego. ZMapp is 
a compound designed to 
be a post-exposure treat¬ 
ment for Ebola virus, and

The tobac¬ 
co plants were able to 
produce a quantity of the 
protein, and KBP targeted 
those proteins, extracted 
them from the plant, puri¬ 
fied them and formed the 
compound ZMapp. 


Recently, KBP com¬ 
plied with a request 
from Emory University 
and Samaritan’s Purse to 
provide a limited amount 
of ZMapp to Emory. 
ZMapp was frozen and 
stored at the KBP facil¬ 
ity at temperatures well 
below zero, Howard said.

Government failures need fixing

As election season approaches. 
I’ve been pondering a crucial issue 
about the role of government in 
our society. It’s that our govern¬ 
ment often fails — and that we 
need to address this. What’s odd 
is that while the frequent failures 
in government’s performance are 
very much on ordinary people’s 
minds, politicians don’t talk much 
about fixing them. 

True, you might hear a few words 
about the issue when members are 
back in their districts this month 
revving up their re-election cam¬ 
paigns, but for the most part they’ll 
be focused on issues like jobs and 
the economy This is understand¬ 
able, because that’s what their con¬ 
stituents expect to hear about. 

But it’s also a shame, because 
we need a healthy dialogue about 
why government often fails and 
how to fix it. There’s ample cause 
for concern. The VA appointments 
scandal; the botched launch of 
the Affordable Care Act; duplica¬ 
tive programs to help low-income 
families; the 28 years of missed 
inspections that led to the explo¬ 
sion of the fertilizer plant in West, 
Texas; scandals at the General 
Services Administration and the 
Secret Service; a broken federal 
appointments process; the regula¬ 
tory screwups that contributed to 
the Great Recession; auto recalls 
that should have happened much 
sooner than they did; the failure to 
prevent the 9/11 terrorist attacks 
by sharing information within 
government; bridge collapses and 
infrastructure failures.... There’s 
a long and dispiriting list of occa¬ 
sions when the federal govern¬ 
ment has fallen short. 

Yet the issues surrounding 
government performance don’t 
stir the passions. Progress comes 
slowly, the media’s not especially 
interested in the tedious story of 


building competence, 
and politicians them¬ 
selves look for home 
runs, not singles. They 
want to make grand 
proposals, not spend 
their time digging into 
the nuts and bolts of 
fixing bureaucracies. 

Moreover, as politi¬ 
cal scientist Paul C. 

Light has amply dem¬ 
onstrated, govern¬ 
ment failures happen 
for a long list of rea¬ 
sons that cannot be 
fixed easily, painlessly 
or quickly. Sometimes 
problems are rooted in policies 
that were ill-conceived, too compli¬ 
cated, or not well communicated. 
Sometimes the policies were fine, 
but the resources necessary to 
implement them were inadequate 
or misused. Politics often gets in 
the way of good policy, with efforts 
to undermine programs by mak¬ 
ing their implementation difficult 
or by cutting staffs and budgets. 

There are organizational and 
institutional problems, poor over¬ 
sight, poor leadership — no matter 
how good a policy, if good people 
aren’t available to carry it out, 
it will fail — and government’s 
alarming difficulty attracting and 
keeping highly qualified adminis¬ 
trators. Often, leaders are bored by 
the nitty-gritty of management. 

Still, these are challenges, not 
barriers. If our political leaders 
wanted to focus on improving gov¬ 
ernment management and policy 
implementation, there’s no short¬ 
age of fixes they could make. 

—They could ensure that fed¬ 
eral agencies use pilot and trial 
programs much more frequently 
than they do now. 

—They could mandate better 
and more rigorous evaluation pro¬ 
cedures and the use of metrics 
that lay bare what works and what 


doesn’t. There’s more 
attention being paid 
these days to efficacy 
than there used to be, 
but it’s still a trickle 
compared to what’s 
needed. 

—They could avoid 
rushing to announce 
4 programs, strive to 
get it right rather 
thaGovernment n get 
it quickly, and pay 
as much attention 
to follow-through as 
to the launch. Think 
about long term, not 
the next election, and 
make sure the mission is sharply 
defined. 

—They could devote far more 
attention to how government 
will recruit, retain, and train the 
smart, highly qualified workers we 
need to carry out ever-more-com- 
plex programs. And they could vow 
to reduce the number of political 
appointees in favor of filling most 
positions on the basis of merit. 

—They should certainly flatten 
the chain of command and reduce 
the layers of bureaucracy within 
federal departments and agencies, 
so that it’s easier for top adminis¬ 
trators to see what’s taking place 
on the front lines. 

—In the case of Congress, it 
needs to ensure that vigorous 
oversight of programs becomes a 
habit, not the rarity it is now. 

All of us want government to 
fail less often, whatever our politi¬ 
cal stripe. So here’s my suggestion: 
As election season approaches, 
insist that your favored candidate 
work harder on making govern¬ 
ment more effective and efficient.

For those with even an ounce of compassion in 
them, the ongoing situation on our southern border 
as unaccompanied children continue to pour across 
from impoverished Central American countries at 
first tugs at your heart — right before ripping it from 
your chest and veritably crushing it. 

Lay aside for a moment religious expectations 
found in all the world’s major faiths that call us to 
care for those less fortunate. Forget the words Emma 
Lazarus wrote in her poem, “The New Collossus,” 
inscribed at the base of the Statue of Liberty that 
say, “... give us your tired, your poor, your huddled 
masses yearning to breathe free ...” 

This situation isn’t about religion or politics; it 
has nothing to do with being a liberal or conserva¬ 
tive; a Democrat or Republican. Instead, it’s about 
the complexity in the simplicity of one human being 
caring about another. 

And, as always, there are at least two sides to the 
issue. 

First, there’s the sheer fiscal weight of these chil¬ 
dren who are unable to care for themselves. How are 
we supposed to do that or should we just put up a net, 
gather them up like seining minnows from a creek on 
a warm summer’s day and haul them back across the 
border to be released? 

Our national budget is running so far in the red 
now that if there were a color beyond red it likely 
would have been surpassed. 

Are there enough folks who will foster or adopt 
these children of poverty who don’t speak our lan¬ 
guage? Who will care for them while their “forever” 
adopted homes are found? Can they even be adopted? 
What are the laws of their native countries? 

The potential costs are staggering and there are 
those, of course, calling for immediate deportation. 

But then there are the pictures of children from tod¬ 
dlers to teens trudging hopefully toward a better life 
in the land made great by immigrants — one where 
they’ve been told everyone has a good job, a solid roof 
over his or her head, and plenty to eat at every meal. 

What makes it tough is putting a face on the 
immigrant child, or a stricken mother with tears 
streaming down her dirty face as she puts her child 
on a bus headed for freedom because even in the vast 
uncertainty of the unknown there is more hope than 
the child could ever hope to find in countries stricken 
by violence, poverty and hunger. 

A story in the State Journal struck a chord. It told 
of Celvvn Meiia Romero leaving his native Honduras 


as a 10-year-old with his cousins, ages 6 and 14. Asso¬ 
ciated Press writer Sharon Cohen brings the pathos 
of his flight home. She writes: 

“He remembers his grandmother ... preparing 
to send him away, handing him a bag of food, some 
water and telling him: ‘Get on the bus. Don’t look 
back. Don’t come hug me. Don’t say goodbye.’” 

Now, 12 years later, Romero is fighting to stay in 
this country that has become his home. Our immi¬ 
gration laws are tough for someone with a juris 
doctorate to understand ... let alone a kid trying to 
navigate them. 

There is no simple answer, but however the issue 
is approached it must be with compassion. 

“Give me your tired, your poor. 

Your huddled masses yearning to breathe free. 
The wretched refuse of your teeming shore. 

Send these, the homeless, tempest-tost to me, 

I lift my lamp beside the golden door!”

Kentucky has made progress with cigarettes 


Clearly cigarettes and other tobacco products are 
unhealthy 

More adults are starting to realize this, as evidenced 
by the declining number of smokers across the nation. 

Kentucky has always ranked poorly compared to 
other states in the percentage of its residents using 
tobacco, mainly cigarettes. 

These numbers have been especially high for high 
school students. 

In 2011, Kentucky ranked No. 1 in cigarette use 
among high school students, according to statistics 
from the mid-July U.S. Centers for Disease Control 
and Prevention Youth Risk Behavior Survey report. 

Our state’s high school students fared much bet¬ 
ter in 2013 statistics, which ranked Kentucky sixth 
among surveyed states for high school cigarette use. 

In 2013, the survey showed 17.9 percent of Kentucky 
high school students reported they smoked. That’s 
down from 24.1 percent in 2011. 

Although a problem still exists, the report shows 
a lot of progress has been made in getting through

to these students that tobacco use is harmful. Aware¬ 
ness about the dangers of tobacco use has probably 
been a key component in lowering this number. 

Kentucky should also be proud. The state set a 
goal through the Healthy Kentuckians 2020 program 
to reduce high school cigarette smoking to a 19 per¬ 
cent participation rate. In 2013, the national high 
school smoking rate was 15.7 percent. 

Kentucky still has a way to go. There are still too 
many youths who smoke. This shouldn’t be tolerated in 
our schools. 

While there’s work to be done, these statistics show 
progress has been made to combat smoking. Through 
awareness and programs such as the 100 Percent Tobac¬ 
co Free School policy, more kids are kicking the habit. 

We encourage all school districts in the state to 
initiate smoke free campuses for the sake of our kids. 

Not all high school students will kick the habit, 
but if more and more do, our commonwealth will 
reap the benefits of a healthier population.

• On Aug. 16,1920, Cleveland Indians shortstop Ray 
Chapman is struck in the temple by a ball pitched 
by Carl Mays of the New York Yankees. He died 12 
hours later. After Chapman’s injury, it was mandated 
that scuffed or discolored balls be replaced with new 
white ones, making them easier to see. 

• On Aug. 17,1933, New York Yankees first baseman 
Lou Gehrig plays in his 1,308th consecutive game, 
breaking former Yankee Everett Scott’s record for 
consecutive games played. Gehrig would go on to play 
in 2,130 games in a row, setting a record that would 
stand for over half a century. 

• On Aug. 13, 1948, U.S. and British planes airlift 
a record amount of supplies into sections of Berlin 
under American and British control. Despite terrible 
weather, crowded airspace and exhaustion of the 
pilots and crews, more than 700 British and Ameri¬ 
can planes brought in nearly 5,000 tons of supplies. 

• On Aug. 12,1953, less than a year after the United 
States tested its first hydrogen bomb, the Soviets 
detonate a 400-kiloton device in Kazakhstan. Known 
as the “Layer Cake,” the bomb was fueled by layers of 
uranium and lithium deuteride, a hydrogen isotope. 

• On Aug. 15, 1969, the Woodstock Music Festival 
opens on a patch of farmland in White Lake, New 
York. By the time the gates opened, more than 400,000 
people were clamoring to get in. Those without tick¬ 
ets simply walked through gaps in the fences, and the 
organizers were eventually forced to make the event 
free of charge.

It took Congress that long, but 
that’s about normal for them. 

Also in politics, the GOP nominated World War 
II hero General Dwight D. Eisenhower for president 
and Richard M. Nixon for vice president. At this same 
time. President Harry S. Truman signed the Korean 
“G.I. Bill of Rights” which offered to Korean veterans 
benefits similar to those granted to World War II vet¬ 
erans. (Thank the Lord for that.) 

Later in 1952, I remember Eisenhower making a 
visit to Korea after his election, even before he was 
sworn in. I know, because I was there although I 
didn’t get to see him. When I think back about my 
comrades, I think about our friendships. Only those 
that have served in uniform understand that there 
is a bond among brothers in arms. And only those 
in battle understand that a front-line soldier’s war 
amounts to looking out for your buddies while trying 
to get out of that dirty business alive. 

My life has been affected forever by the service. 
The hardest part in any war is forgiving the enemy. 
I’m often told that I’m lucky to be alive, but I tell them 
that I’m lucky the enemy were such lousy shots. 

I just hope and pray that my young grandsons and 
great-grandsons don’t have to serve. I’d rather go my¬ 
self than send them into battle. But today’s youth will 
likely be called to duty before the “war against ter¬ 
ror” is over, and they will find that once the national 
crisis is over, they too will be either ignored or forgot- 
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ten. That is really sad.

The Larix mill will 
be outside of Dawson 
Springs at 260 Charles¬ 
ton Road. 

It will draw from the 
same regional hardwood 
market that served the 
Princeton Ames plant. 

Hobby has been in¬ 
volved in the manage¬ 
ment of all the plants as 
they were getting off the 
ground and is excited 
about bringing the new 
venture on line for his 
company. 

Larix will fill a void 
left in the marketplace 
by O Ames departure 
from the area. 

The new company’s 
end product will be ash 
dowels and hickory 
blanks for handles used 
in the manufacture of 
tools. 

In terms of produc¬ 
tion capacity, Hobby 
said, “We’ll run 6,000 
board feet a day out the 
door. That is 12,000 to 
14,000 pieces.” 

Larix products from 
the new plant will fill a 
contract already in place 
with a global operation 
in Mexico — the Truper 
tool company. 

Hobby said that the 
Truper products can be 
found for sale at major 
hardware companies — 
Lowes, Home Depot and 
stores like Falder’s in 
Princeton. 

Truper, founded in the 
1960s and consolidated 
with the TrueTemper 
brand a few years later, 
manufactures products 
for the U.S. and global 


market. 

Hobby said the target 
date for the Larix plant 
to be up and running at 
Dawson Springs is Dec. 1. 

The 12-acre site of the 
new plant is a well-estab¬ 
lished commercial site, 
having previously been 
a coal operation and just 
prior to Larix, a mechan¬ 
ic shop. 

Towe said that the 
plant site is a good loca¬ 
tion to house the plant 
and mill yard. There is 
now a 60 by 100 building 
and that is readily sub¬ 
ject to expansion. 

“We think that this is 
going to be a very good 
place for the plant, and 
we will be busy right 
away,” Towe said. 

Hobby said that the 
large site is ideal for the 
operation. “You have 
to have a lot of space to 
store logs.” 

Larix hasn’t started 
buying logs yet, but soon 
wiU be looking for a steady 
stream of hickory and ash 
hauled to the yard. 

The company does not 
plan to purchase stand¬ 
ing timber. The market 
will be for delivered 
product — “gate logs,” 
said Towe. 

When the operation 
is underway, the plant 
should provide employ¬ 
ment for about 15 indi¬ 
viduals. “We would wel¬ 
come experienced people 
who want to be a part of 
our company, but it isn’t 
necessary to have expe¬ 
rience to apply for a job 
with us. We’ll do all the 
training needed,” said 
Hobby.

Springs. 

Two have since been 
sold to other organiza¬ 
tions. 

Peach has also been 
responsible for the devel¬ 
opment of multiple re¬ 
tail properties in the city 
in the past decades, in¬ 
cluding a Dollar General 
store formerly located in 
the city’s downtown. 

That store closed, he 
said, after a conflict with 
city officials over a plan 
to renovate the store 
building to resemble oth¬ 
ers in the Dollar General 
corporation. 

Peach said he had ex¬ 
perienced similar prob¬ 
lems with the city in pur¬ 
suit of tax incentives for 
past industries. 

“We went before the 
council, and all we got was 
a bunch of questions,” he 
said. “The city council 
would not grant it.” 

Once a tenant for the 
Buckhorn property is 
secured. Peach said he 
plans to repeat his re¬ 
quest for tax assistance. 

“We need a motion 
saying ‘We grant these 


people any and all tax 
breaks available under 
the law,”’ he said, empha¬ 
sizing the legal allow¬ 
ance. 

“It puts a good taste 
in industry’s mouth that 
the town is looking for 
industry,” he said. 

He expressed a hope 
that more jobs could be 
created in the city in the 
future. 

“Dawson can be the 
finest place in the world 
to live, but you’re going 
to have to put in housing 
and bring people in to 
live there,” he said. 

“My opinion is some¬ 
times the people that 
want the community to 
grow the worst are the 
reason it doesn’t grow.” 

The Buckhorn sign¬ 
ing was executed Aug. 8 
in the offices of attorney 
Marc Wells in Princeton. 

“We couldn’t have 
done this if it hadn’t 
have been for Marc’s 
help,” Peach said. “He 
has spent countless 
hours on this thing.”

By a 16-2 vote last week, the NCAA’s board of 
directors, bowed to Big Money Come January, the 
Power Five’s mission statement to NCAA’s other 
schools: Lemme $how You the Money! And we’re 
keeping it all! 

A New York Times report projects broadcast 
contracts alone, the ACC, Big Ten, Big 12, Pac 10 and 
SEC, plus Notre Dame, will generate $31 billion. 

Power Five leagues wiU write their own rules, 
including pay for players. Still to come: In light of 
coach paranoia, rules on how to police themselves? 
Won’t that be interesting. 

Meanwhile... 

V A proposed cost-of-going-to-coUege stipend for 
players will have a ceiling of $5,000? 

Really? 

A few questions: 

1. Johnny Jumpshot sitting at the end of the bench 
will have same walking-around-money as Larry 
Lottery Pick?

Crusader for decades to have professional 
basketball brought to Louisville, Miller said a pro 
team presence would be good for the economy and add 
prestige to the city’s image nationally 

Miller must be chuckling this week. If the NCAA 
assembly votes in favor of the Power Five separation 
from the NCAA in January, the Commonwealth wiU 
have professional teams in Louisville after all, and 
Lexington too. 

And so it goes.

Choosing your first shotgun

My first shotgun was an old .410-gauge Mossberg 
with a bolt action and pistol grip that once belonged 
to my grandmother. A decent squirrel gun, yet work¬ 
ing the bolt to get off three shots at incoming doves 
was nearly impossible for me when excited. Doves 
flying nearby had little to fear when I shouldered 
that old .410. 

Many think a .410-gauge is a good beginner’s shot¬ 
gun because of its lighter weight and reduced recoil, 
but in reality, it is the worst choice. 

“I don’t recommend them for a first shotgun,” 
said Bill Baida, hunter education supervisor for 
the Kentucky Department of Fish and Wildlife 
Resources. “They are an expert’s gun. You are 
much better off with a 20-gauge semi-automatic. 
The semi-automatic action soaks up much of the 
recoil. You get much more shot in a 20-gauge shot- 
shell.” 

Baida explained the extra shot in a 20-gauge shot- 
shell than in a .410-gauge makes it much more for¬ 
giving. A typical .410 gauge shotshell holds ¥ 2 -ounce 
of shot which correlates to 175 pellets of No. 7 V 2 
shot. A regular game load in a 20-gauge shotshell 
holds 7/8-ounce of shot and 306 pellets of No. 7 V 2 
shot. You do the math. 

Plus, with a semi-automatic shotgun, three trig¬ 
ger pulls gets you three shots quickly if you need 
them. Price, however, may be a deterrent to a semi¬ 
automatic shotgun. They are a large cost commit¬ 
ment, especially for someone just dipping their toes 
into the shotgun sports. 

A single shot shotgun runs about $150 brand new, 
with used ones available at half that price. An aver¬ 
age semi-automatic shotgun costs several times 
more than a single shot. Both though, with proper 
care, should last a lifetime. My grandmother’s .410 
still shoots great today 

“Single shots are effective and they are good 
beginner guns,” Baida said. “Single shots are hinge 
actions and easy to use. They are safe to handle for 
beginners as they are easy to see if they are loaded. 
Even with a shotshell in it, the gun can’t go off with 
the action open.” 

These attributes make single shots a good option 
for a youth hunter. A single shot also teaches young 
hunters shot discipline. You are much less likely to 
take impractical, out-of-range shots when you have 
just one try at the target. 

“Single shots are lighter and easy to carry in the 
woods,” Baida said. However, the light weight brings 
with it more pronounced recoil or “kick.” Baida rec¬ 
ommends a low recoil shotshell for single shots. 

A pump-action shotgun, where the shooter manu¬ 
ally pulls the action to cycle a shotshell, falls in 
price between single shots and semi-automatics. 
New ones from established manufacturers run 
roughly $300-$400, but some from less well known 
manufacturers go for as little as $200. 

“A pump is really reliable and almost any load 
will shoot in them,” Baida said. “I think as a first 
shotgun, they are a little much to keep up with from 
worrying about pumping the action for the next 
shot.” 

Pump-action shotguns perform for decade after 
decade with routine maintenance. “They wear like 
iron,” Baida said. “If money is an issue, a pump is a 
good choice for a repeating shotgun.” 

Proper fit is an important consideration for buy¬ 
ing a first shotgun as well. “For the average person, 
length of pull is most important,” Baida said. 

The length of pull is the distance between the 
trigger and the butt end of the stock. A simple way 
to gauge length of pull is to place the butt of the 
stock of the unloaded shotgun in the crux of your

arm, fold your arm into the gun and place your first 
finger on the trigger. 

“You should be able to get the first notch of your 
finger on the trigger,” Baida said. “If you can’t, the 
stock is too long. If you get to the second notch of 
your finger, then it is too short.” 

Installing a recoil pad lengthens the stock and 
often remedies one that is too short. He recommends 
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taking the shotgun to a gunsmith for a proper fitting 
if the stock is too long. 

Most manufacturers offer youth model shotguns 
with shorter stocks. These make excellent choices 
for many female shooters as well. Don’t force a 
shooter to fit a certain shotgun, have the shotgun fit 
the shooter. 

Also, mount the shotgun you are considering to 
your shoulder and place your cheek firmly on the 
gun stock as if ready to fire. “All you should see is 
the bead on the front of the barrel,” Baida said. “If 
you are having trouble with that, mount the gun 
higher on your shoulder.” 

Consider these options for a first shotgun. The 
most important thing is the end result. “Look 
straight down the barrel at the target and paint it 
out of the sky,” Baida said.

3 KEY SEC 
QUESTIONS 

WHAT CAVE GEORGIA THE EDGE OVER SOUTH CAROLINA, 
ESPECIALLY SINCE THE GAME IS IN COLUMBIA? 

South Carolina has been one of the most consistent teams in the league over the last 
three or four years, but the 2014 Gamecocks have more key players to replace than 
any recent Steve Spurrier team. You have to start at the quarterback position. Con¬ 
nor Shaw was one of the most valuable players in the league the last few years, 
both with his play on the field and his leadership in the locker room. Dylan Thomp¬ 
son is a solid player who has performed well when called upon, but it’s doubtful he 
will bring the same intangibles to the position. South Carolina also must replace its 
best wide receiver (Bruce Ellington), two All-America defensive linemen (Jade- 
veon Clowney and Kelcy Quarles) and both starting comerbacks (Victor Hampton 
and Jimmy Legree). Georgia suffered a big loss at the quarterback position with 
the graduation of Aaron Murray, but the Bulldogs have far fewer personnel issues 
elsewhere. And the defense, which underachieved in recent years, should be im¬ 
proved with the arrival of new coordinator Jeremy Pruitt. Georgia has to travel to 
South Carolina but otherwise has the slight edge with the schedule; both teams play 
Auburn, but Georgia gets the Tigers at home. In the other game against the SEC 
West, the Bulldogs travel to Arkansas (winless in the league in 2013), while South 
Carolina hosts Texas A&M. 

LSU HAS FINISHED AHEAD OF OLE MISS IN THE SEC WEST 
STANDINGS IN EACH OF THE LAST FIVE YEARS AND IN 12 
OF THE LAST 14 (WITH ONE TIE). WHY WILL IT BE DIF¬ 
FERENT THIS YEAR? 

This was the toughest decision among all of the predictions in the SEC. LSU has 
been so good for so long, it would be easy to pencil the Tigers in for third behind 
Alabama and Auburn (or even ahead of one of them) and assume they have the tal¬ 
ent to once again win 10 or 11 games. And they still might, but this team has some 
issues. The quarterback position is a bit of a mystery; sophomore Anthony Jennings 
and true freshman Brandon Harris are battling for the top spot. The Tigers lost their 
top two wide receivers (Jarvis Landry and Odell Beckham) and have issues at de¬ 
fensive tackle and linebacker. Ole Miss probably doesn’t have as much overall ros¬ 
ter depth as LSU, but you could argue that the Rebels have fewer weaknesses 
heading into the 2014 season. The key for Ole Miss is senior quarterback Bo Wal¬ 
lace. If he plays up to his potential on a consistent basis — and of course remains 
healthy — the Rebels should enjoy their first winning SEC season since 2008, 
Houston Nutt’s first season in Oxford.

WHAT IS FLORIDANS CEILING? 

Florida could be the most difficult team to forecast in the entire country. 
It would not be surprising if the Gators won the SEC East or if they fin¬ 
ished fifth or six in the division. From a pure talent standpoint, Florida 
ranks among the top two or three teams in the league. But the majority of 
that talent is on the defensive side of the ball. The Gators are hoping the 
arrival of new offensive coordinator Kurt Roper (from Duke) can solve 
some of the issues on that side of the ball, but what are realistic expecta¬ 
tions for an offense that was so bad last year? Jeff Driskel gives Roper a 
solid option at quarterback (if he stays healthy), but there are few proven 
playmakers at the skill positions, and the offensive line has lacked tough¬ 
ness the last two seasons. The schedule is a mixed bag; Florida has to play 
Alabama and LSU in crossover games, but LSU, which shouldn’t be as 
formidable this year, visits Gainesville. There is considerable pressure on 
Will Muschamp in his fourth season. It’s likely Florida will need to emerge 
as a legitimate contender in the East for him to keep his job. That’s quite 
possible, but the guess here is that the Gators are closer to fourth than first 
or second in the division.

UP THEIR RIVALS 

ALABAMA “Ifs probably the best receiving corps as a 
whole since Nick Saban’s been there. The running backs are re¬ 
ally solid, not as good as the 2010 lineup but really good. Der¬ 
rick Henry is doing a lot better with protections, assignments.” 
ARKANSAS “I just don’t think they can score enough. It starts 
with the offense - they are not set up to score a lot of points. Ifs ball 
control, grind it out, l-formation, play-action football." 

AUBURN "Can Nick Marshall develop into a passer? If he doesn’t, they’ll have to let their defense 
keep them in a lot of games. Being one-dimensional can only get you so far.” 

FLORIDA "Their talent on defense is great, but that talent didn’t always work hard last year. There 
were a lot of guys who were worried about next-level play instead of worrying about this level of play." 
GEORGIA “Todd Gurley is as good as any (running back) I have seen in the league. Nobody wants 
to tackle the kid, and he runs away from everybody on the defense." 

KENTUCKY "Just average. That’s the reality of the situation. They 
appeared to be a better-coached team last year. They are on the 
right track, but you still have to have players." 

LSU "The defense last year was pretty inexperienced and 
quite honestly wasn’t very good. They had a lot of growing up 
to do up front. It all depends on how those guys develop." 
MISSISSIPPI STATE "Their defense will always keep 
them respectable. The question is, can they beat the teams 
they aren’t supposed to? They haven’t done much of that.” 
MISSOURI "Maty Mauk is a tough competitor, comes from 
good football family. The experience he gained from last year will 
pay huge dividends. That stuff still counts." 

OLE MISS "I think Ole Miss is going to be dang good. Don’t be shocked if 
they win the division. I wouldn’t. They are going to be hard to beat. Playing them at home is tough." 
SOUTH CAROLINA "You had to gameplan for (Jadeveon) Clowney. You had to have a special 
plan for him, anybody who said they didn’t was full of (expletive). That was the one guy in the country 
you had to do that for. That changes things for them." 

TENNESSEE "The secondary was their weak spot last year, but it ties to the rest of the defense. 
The bigs up front didn’t play to their size, so that exposed the young players in the secondary. If the 
bigs played well, we wouldn’t be talking about all the young players on the back end.” 

TEXAS A&M "They had really young guys on defense, so the biggest deal with them was they 
weren’t very big and got knocked off the ball up front. Even when they were decent in the secondary, 
you could run the ball in between the tackles." 

VANDERBILT "The defensive front should be pretty solid. They have some really good young 
linebackers, three guys I think could be impactful, but they are going to a 3-4 under Derek Mason, so 
I’m curious how they’ll fit those guys into the scheme.”

Stretching Helps Ease Back Pain 

DEAR DR. ROACH: My wife suf¬ 
fered from spinal stenosis. She had 
a cortisone shot, which helped for 90 
days. She had regular physical therapy 
meetings. She was in constant pain, 
but insisted on playing tennis (against 
her doctor’s wishes). 

Then, we happened to vacation for 
a month in Florida, and one of the 
offered activities was a “stretch” work¬ 
out. She insisted that she wanted to try 
it. After the very first time she thought 
she felt a little better. She went to sev¬ 
eral of the sessions, and finally asked 
the trainer what she could buy to keep 
it up at home. 

The trainer suggested a stretching 
DVD. It takes about an hour to com¬ 
plete, and she now does it three times 
a week. She plays hard tennis five 
days a week, hasn’t complained about 
pain since 2010, and hasn’t needed any 
physical therapy, either. I continue to 
be amazed. 

Certainly this kind of therapy can’t 
hurt anyone, since you do it only to 
your personal comfort levels. Perhaps 
you might mention this type of therapy 
in your column sometime. It worked 
miracles for us at virtually no cost. 
- R.M. 

ANSWER: Spinal stenosis is caused 
by pressure on the nerves at the level 
of the spinal column. Physical therapy 
is one effective treatment, and one I 
always recommend prior to consider¬ 
ing surgery. I thank you for taking the 
time to point out that gentle stretching 
can help, probably by opening up the 
spaces in between the vertebrae to 
allow the nerve more room.

DEAR DR. ROACH: We recently lost 
a dear relative to cholangiocarcinoma. 
He had served in the Navy in Vietnam. 
The probable cause of his cancer was 
from a parasite, a river fluke, which is 
common to that region. The diagnosis 
came way too late to save his life. How 
can veterans be tested or diagnosed 
early enough for a possible successful 
cure? Are there any current tests avail¬ 
able? - J.A.E. 

ANSWER: I am sorry to hear about 
your relative. Cholangiocarcinoma is 
cancer of the bile duct, a rare cancer. 
Liver flukes are a risk factor, and so 
is a condition called primary scleros¬ 
ing cholangitis, a condition associated 
with ulcerative colitis. The cancer is 
rare but highly lethal, because by the 
time symptoms show up, the cancer 
usually is advanced. 

Also because of its rarity, screening 
for the cancer in a general population 
won’t be effective. However, for people 
at high risk, such as those with PSC 
or a history of liver parasites, at least 
one study has shown that screening 
with a blood test (CA 19-9, CEA) or by 
endoscopy can be effective. It would 
be reasonable to speak with the expert 
taking care of this problem, usually a 
gastroenterologist, about screening.

Craig Patterson Honored 
At Ceremony In Lexington 


Capt. Craig Patterson, 
who retired from the 
Dawson Springs Police 
Department at the end 
of last month, was one 
of 137 Kentucky law en¬ 
forcement officers hon¬ 
ored for their efforts to 
increase the use of seat 
belts and child restraints 
in motor vehicles. 

The fourth annual 
Governor’s Occupant 
Protection Awards was 
held Aug. 7 in Lexing¬ 
ton. Patterson was recog¬ 
nized for issuing 22 seat 
belt citations and three 
child restraint citations. 

“Despite a wealth of 
data showing that seat 
belts and child restraints 
save lives, each year hun¬ 
dreds of unrestrained 
motorists lose their lives 
on Kentucky roadways,” 


KOHS Director Bill Bell 
said before presenting the 
awards. “These officers, 
their departments and 
agencies render a great 
service for public safety 
by enforcing our occu¬ 
pant protection laws.” 

There were 638 high¬ 
way fatalities in Kentucky 
in 2013, with 483 killed in 
motor vehicles. Of those 
483 fatalities, 278 were not 
wearing seatbelts. 

“Kentucky’s seat belt 
usage rate increased 
with the passage of the 
primary law from 67.2 
percent in 2006 to 85 per¬ 
cent in 2013,” Bell said. 
“It’s obvious that law 
enforcement is making 
a difference. However, 
there is still a great deal 
of work to be done — one 
fatality is too many.”
